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1. Contact was made with AECASSOWARY-2 at the Prolog Offices, 

875 West End Avenue, New York, by the undersigned on lit October 1957 « The 
meeting lasted from 1000 hours until 1730 hours and Ukrainian matters from 
CE.PP, and FI standpoints were discussed. 

<£> 

2. Death of Lev REBET : AECASS0WARY-2 informed the undersigned case 

officer that he had received a telephone call to the effect that Lev REBET, 
editor of Ukrainskyy Samostiynik , had died from what appeared to be a heart 
attack during the weekend of 12-13 October 1957. REBET leaves two children 
and a wife, who had recently spent several months in a hospital and AECAS- 
SOWARY-2 believed that their financial situation was not very good. He 
also stated the loss of REBET might necessitate discontinuing publication 

of Ukrainskyy Samostiynik because there was no other man available who could 
handle the position. He stated that the paper could possibly be continued 
either in Canada or the United States since qualified men are available 
here in the, emigration. 

3V HOLOVACH, fnu, Member of Canadian UN Delegation : AECASSOWARY-2 

stated that he has contact with a fnu HOLOVACH, a member of the Canadian 

Social Credit Party, who is on the Canadian Delegation to the UN. HOLOVACH 

has received invitations to meet with the Ukrainian UN delegateT^OLIMARCHUK, 
and GROMYKO. 



AECASSOWARY-2 is interested in utilizing him as a means of asking 
various Soviet delegates specific questions regarding nationality and other 
problems, and obtaining their reaction. He also believes it may be possible 
to relay some PP material, like the Information Bulletin , to the Ukrainian 
delegate . 



A further possibility would be to have HOLOVACH arrange for a visit 
to the Soviet Union and the Ukraine and thus collect certain valuable informa 
tion for us. He could be used to monitor our "New Ukraine" broadcasts from 
Radio FYREX and possibly glean information on reaction to the Information 
Bulletin , and the Ukrainian people's reaction to our PP activities. 

k» Prolog Magazine : When AE CASSOWARY- 2 was questioned by the under- 

signed on the aims of the Prolog Magazine , he stated that he envisioned it 
primarily as an information magazine dealing primarily with nationality 
problems and the conduct of the Soviet Union towards the minority groups 
within its borders. He did not envision it as primarily aimed at the Middle 



East, though he believed this was an importer ^reh' where 'the inf ormation 
the Ukrainians had to offer could be profitably disseminated. He agreed 
that the use of Cairo on the cover was misleading and should be dropped. 



AECASSOWARY-2 further outlined the following action that he has 
taken in regard to this magazine: 



a. 1,000 copies have been sent to libraries throughout 
practically all the countries of the world. At the same time, 
letters asking for comments and suggestions were included. 



b. Copies were sent to CASSOWARY representatives in countries 
such as Australia, Canada, United States, Sweden, England, West 
Germany, Italy, France, Spain, and Argentina, with instructions 
to deliver copies personally to the various embassies located 
in the countries' capitals. 



c. Plans are being made to distribute copies at the UN to 
various member nations, a nd to send copies to(^ongrgs§giarL, 
senators, newspapermen in the United States, and leading men in 
Canada. "

AECASSOWARY-2 stated that the first positive reactions have already 
been received. Here are some examples: 

a. Le-^^OBRIANSKY, professor at Georgetown currently lecturing 
at the War College in Washington, expressed a desire to read one of 
the articles at one of his lectures. ~\ 
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b. The CASSOWARY representatiye m Madrid brought the maga- 
zine to the attention of c a (our representative in Radio 

Nacional), who was very interested in it and used his influence 
to have the article "Asian Renaissance" by Lev Shankowsky published 
in the Radio Nacional Bulletin in Spanish. This bulletin is dis- 
tributed to Spanish ministers and members of the General Staff, 
and other important people. 



c. At the same time the Arab Desk at Radio Nacional translated 
the same article into Arabic and utilized it for their broadcasts 
to the Arab nations. The editor of the Chinese Desk is also inter- 
ested and is presently having the article translated into Chinese. 
Both the Lebanese and Moroccan program directors expressed interest 
in utilizing the article for their broadcasts. 



AECASSOWARY-2 stated that if further favorable reactions to the 
Prolog Magazine came in, they would like to publish Volume 2 and ask other 
nationality groups (possibly Polish, Caucasian, Hungarian, Arabic, Tunisian) to 
write articles for the magazine, stressing the same theme of Soviet imperialistic 
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motives and the plight of the minorities. He also asked whether some token 
pay could be given to these contributing articles. The undersigned stated 
that the magazine was well written and contained convincing anti -Communist 
propaganda, but was expanding beyond the original goals of the UHVR which 
were mainly to help the Ukrainian people achieve an independent status. 

The case officer also mentioned the possibility that the Prolog Magazine 
project might have to be greatly reduced or even dropped unless it could 
definitely be connected with the main AERODYNAMIC goal — that of PP activity 
against the Ukrainian SSR. However, no definite commitments were made 
regarding further expansion or reduction, pending reaction from the magazine 
readers and study by Headquarters on the PP value of such a project. 

5. Care Mission to Poland : According to AECASSOWARY-2 CARE organiza- 

tion is sending 5>00,000 CARE packages to Poland to be distributed among 
recent Polish returnees from the Soviet Union. Since many Ukrainians from 
the Soviet Union are posing as Poles in order to emigrate to Poland, the 
CARE officials have suggested that a Ukrainian-American representative go 
along on the mission. The request was refterred to the UUARC (United Ukrainian 
American Relief Committee) who got in contact with AECASSOWARY-2 and asked 

if he had a likely candidate for the job. 

AECASSOWARY-2 believes that a man briefed on certain information 
of an intelligence nature could be very useful in establishing contacts 
with the Ukrainians in Poland and could be used to question returnees 
about the feeling of the people inside toward the West, as well as the pos- 
sibility of checking whether "New Ukraine" broadcasts are being heard and 
whether anyone has read the Information Bulletin . 

6. Ukrainian Defectors in Hungary : AECASSOWARY-2 inquired about the 

subject of Soviet Ukrainian Army personnel which allegedly defected to the 
West during Hungarian Reiralution. He stated that he received information 
from his friend. Dr. fnu/N3ALYNCHUK, in Buenos Aires, Argentina that Soviet 
Army officers have appeared among Hungarian refugees in that area. The 
undersigned asked AECASSOWARY-2 to obtain specific details and names of 
the alleged Soviet Army personnel so that we could check on them. 

AECASSOWARY-2 also stated that he had heard that an "important 
office in Washington" has many important documents on Ukrainian soldiers 
defecting in Hungary. He appeared very skeptical that we had no such 
information and even reproached the case officer for not informing him 
about these defectors. The undersigned assured him that under no circum- 
stances had there been any truth to any of the rumors of large numbers of 
Soviet Ukrainian defectors. 

7. Book Exchange With Universities in Poland : The CASSOWARY group 

has begun an extensive program of book exchange with Ukrainian scholars 

in universities in Poland. They have sent books to universities in Kracow, 
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Lublin, Warsaw, Vratslaw, and Danzig. They have received acknowledgements 
■from all these universities and requests for further books. In some cases 
they have received books in exchange. 

More details on this book exchange program are included in Attach- 
ment 1, entitled "Positions of Ukrainians in Poland", pages 2, 3> and ii. 
AECASSOWARY-2 inquired whether this program cannot be continued further and 
whether some additional funds (as well as any English or Russian books we 
can provide) should not be allocated for this project. 

AECASSOWARY-2 stated that the following books were most requested: 

a. Historical Books 

1. European History 

2. Ukrainian History (Hrushevsky) 

3. Encyclopedias (Ukrainian, etc.) 

U. English books on East European subjects (Wolfe, Schwartz) 

b. Literary Books 

1. Ukrainian classics 

2. Russian classics 

3. English classics 

ii. Ukrainian children's books , 

c . Other Subjects 

1. Ukrainian Bibles, prayer books (these are very popular) 

2. Religious books on Ukrainian Catholic and Ukrainian Orthodox 
Church 

3. English works on political, social, and cultural subjects 

ii. Books on learning English language (in Ukrainian) 

AECASSOWARY-2 stated that more Ukrainian newspapers can be sent into 
Soviet Ukraine by the method of wrapping food items in parcels sent inside. 

8 . Funds for Establishing Small Book Collections in Various West 
European Cities: In line with the book exchange program outlined in the 





above paragraph, AECASSOWARY-2 stated that it is imperative to build small 
libraries of works (selected from the list given in above paragraph) in 
cities like Munich, Paris, Brussels, Rome, London, Stockholm, and other places 
where AECASSOWARY-2 has contacts to have available for distribution to 
visiting Soviet delegations or delegations from Iron Curtain countries like 
Poland, Czechoslovakia, Yugoslavia. An example^! this type of distribution 
is given in Attachment 2, which outlines Vasyl^MARKUS 1 s contact with a Polish 
Ukrainian visiting Paris with a Polish delegation. Similar contacts have 
been made in Munich and other European cities. 

AECASSOWARY-2 also requested some minor funds to use for enter- 
taining and other expenses connected with contacting such individuals. 
AECASSOWARY-2 outlines those requests in Attachment 2, page U. 

The man mentioned in Attachment 2 is Y?vAL ' KO originally from 
Lvov. His sister is married to a Ukrainian Catholic, and his mother lives 
in Rotislav, Poland. He finished the Polytechnic Institute in Danzig, and 
is now assistant professor in architecture there. 

9. Ukrainian Student for Study in Poland : AECASS0WARY-2 inquired 

whether it might be possible to send a Ukrainian student with a knowledge 
of Poland to some Polish university to serve as our contact man there. He 
would be useful in obtaining information on possible contacts with people 
in the Ukraine, and could also be used for other intelligence and PP purposes. 

10. Information on Western Areas of Ukrainian SSR : AECASSOWARY-2 sub- 

mitted a two-page memorandum outlining information he has received from a 
recent traveler to the Ukrainian SSR. It is included as Attachment 3. 

11. Report of West Geman-Ukrainian Journalist Visiting Moscow Youth 
Festival ? Included as Attachment U is an extensive report by Olena^JOR- 
BACH regarding her trip to the Moscow Youth Festival and her contacts with 
Soviet Ukrainians. 

• 12 « AECASSOWARY-2 on Proposed Project AEBIGWIG ; 

"...In reference to proposed L. J j whichC^ 

discussed with AECASSOWARY-2 on 18 September 1957, AECASSOWARY-2 stated 
that he felt that the Project had not yet been sufficiently outlined 
to warrant his expending any of his men. He stated that since he was 
personally responsible for the life of the man to be sent in, he wanted 
adequate guarantees that his man would not be sent into an MVD trap. 

AECASSOWARY-2 also stated that in planning such an operation it 
is well to keep in mind the fact that the Ukrainian underground had 
become heavily infiltrated by the RES as early as 1952 and 1953* Since 
it is impossible to check the bona fides of any former underground 



members on the inside, it would be exceedingly difficult to 
establish contact with a "clean" member of the underground. 

AECASSOWARY-2 further stated that we should be very sus- 
picious of any recent exfiltrees from the Soviet Union because 
of the great possibility that they are RIS-controlled agents and 
that any plan to use them to contact the Ukrainian underground 
would be equivalent to telegraphing our plans to the RIS. 

13* AECARTHAGE-20 Letter and Two Defectors From Soviet Union Via Turkey ? 
Subject discussed the above-mentioned subjects with AECASSOWARY-2 . Separate 
reports have been prepared and referred to the appropriate case officers. 

In reference to the two Ukrainian defectors, AECASSOWARY-2 was 
given a list of names from the Ukrainian underground to check out. He 
stated that he has a passport and would be able to travel to Germany for 
interrogation of the men whenever we felt it was necessary, although he 
expressed disappointment that we did not allow him access to these people 
earlier. 

lit. ABN Broadcasts From Formosa : AECASSOWARY-2 informed the undersigned 

case officer that he has been in correspondence with one of the members of 
the ABN (Anti-Communist Bloc of Nations) mission on Formosa in relation to 
the broadcasts being beamed to the Soviet Union via the Nationalist Radio 
Network. 

The ABN representative asked for aid in obtaining suitable PP 
materials, and AECASSOWARY-2 obliged with a request that the group send 
copies of their radio scripts. He was surprised to receive a letter from 
them in which were enclosed the last two radio scripts in Ukrainian. 
(AECASSOWARY-2 will have them translated and will relay them to the case 
officer.) 

The ABN representative also asked for further aid to his group 
both with PP materials and possibly even with finances. 

13> . Incidental Information ? 

a. A Ukrainian of Polish citizenship residing in Poland can 
now request any member of his family residing in the Soviet Union 
to return as a Polish citizen. 

b, A Ukrainian woman in Buffalo received information from 
her sister in Poland, stating that the latter was released from 
a Soviet prison (Karaganda) in 1956 and lived for some time in 
Lviv. While in Lviv the sister visited her brother in Karaganda 
three times. Since she emigrated to Poland, she is attempting 
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through Polish officials to get her broker from the Soviet prison. 
The brother has already been classified as a Pole, but whether he 
will be released or not is not known. 

In reference to this, the woman sends her sister some anti- 
Soviet Ukrainian poems written by her brother which AECASSOWARY-2 
plans to publish in one of the Ukrainian newspapers under a dif- 
ferent name. The sister also states that the Russians have not 
been successful in breaking the nationalistic Ukrainian spirit 
of the Ukrainians in the Siberian prison camps . 

c. AECASSOWARY-2 requested that we inform him of any Soviet 
or Satellite delegations visiting Western countries on the pos- 
sibility that some of his contacts may be able to talk with them 
or pass them books and literature. 

d. Communist Infiltration of Argentine Government: Dr. fnu 

HALYNCHUK, the AECASSOWARY representative in Buenos Aires, Argentina, 
writes AECASSOWARY-2 that the Communists are intensifying their 
infiltration of the ARAMBURU Government. He goes so far as to 
state that the Minister of Internal Affairs (a friend of the Presi- 
dent) is in some way directly connected with Communist activities. 

He has recently withheld permission to hold anti -Communist demonstra- 
tions in Argentina. 

16. Case Officer Recommendations : 

a. It is requested that Headquarters policy toward the 
publication of the Prolog Magazine be clarified in the respect to 
its PP potential and use (see paragraph U) . 

b. It is recommended that some aid be given to the book 
exchange program as outlined by AECASSOWARY-2 (see paragraph 7 
and Attachment l), by: 

(1) Providing either books or funds to purchase books 
which could be utilized by AECASSOWARY contact men in 
Western areas, such as Paris, Munich, London, Rome, and 
South America. 

(2) Provide funds for books to be sent directly to 
Ukrainian scholars both in Poland (where they are often 
smuggled into the Ukrainian SSR) and in the Ukrainian SSR 
itself. 

c. In view of the fact that monies to subsidize the news- 
papers in Germany are now being funded through Prolog Associates in 
New York, it is necessary to allocate some additional monies to 
Munich for operational expenses, travel and entertainment by 
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AECASSOWARY personnel. This is not now included in the budget. 

d. Minor financial aid is also necessary for AECASSOWARY 
contacts in other cities in order to continue utilizing these 
contacts for mailing out Information Bulletins and continuing 
other operations. For example, Aj^UmINSKY, a law student at 
the London University had been allocated a token support of $50 
per month in order to carry out PP and other activities there. 
Since the new budget does not allow for these expenditures, he 
may be forced to leave England, thereby cutting off all activities 
conducted from England. 

e. Comments are requested on the following AECASSOWARY- 2 
proposals: 

(1) The possibility of increasing the number of 
visits by AECASSOWARY contacts to Poland, other Satellite 
countries, as well as to the USSR and the Ukrainian SSR. 

(See Attachment U.) 

(2) The possibility of creating a fund to aid 
Ukrainian students enrolled in Polish universities 
(primarily material aid such as clothes) thereby obtaining 
further links through them to the Ukrainian SSR. 

(3) The possibility of sending a Ukrainian emigre 
to study in Poland and utilizing him as a contact man 
with Ukrainian scholars and students visiting Poland.

Sources Conversation with a Ukrainian woman who came to England from 
Poland in September 1957 to visit her amily. Tills woman went 
from Poland to Stanislav in November 1956 to attend the funeral 
of her mother. She is a high-school graduate and married to 
a Pole, a former soldier of the 2nd Corps who returned to Poland 
from England. We shall refer to her by the letter "M. " 

M. went from Poland to Ukraine by railraod through Warsaw, Brest, Lviv* 

Stanislav and Horodenka and returned via: Stanislav, Lviv, Peremyshl* 

Wasraw to Stettin. 

She reports the following: 

1. On November 30, 1956 M. visited her brother, a university student 
in Lviv. He told her that on November 23, more than 100 Ukrainian 
students had been arrested at Lviv University and their leaders had 
Illegal literature and arms. 

2. Waiting for a train at Stanislav on her return trip to Poland, M. 
heard two workers talk about a funeral. She engaged them in conver- 
sarion and found out that on that day (Nov. 20th; a funeral was to 
be held of about 150 officers and soldiers who died in Hungary and 
that they were Ukrainians. One of the workers expressed his doubt 
whether any of those killed had been in the fighting in Hungary, but 
that they were morelikely shot for opposing the action against Hungary. 
In the filthy waiting-room M. saw several people in rags lying on the 

floor. When she asked who they were, they said: those are returnees 
from the East. They had been concentration camp inmates but now they 
could not get work at home, so they travelled East for seasonal work. 
Now they have a little grain in sacks which they made while working 
during the summer in the East. 

4. M's brother-in-law, whom she met at her mother's funeral told her that 
he was a party member and would not let her meet any other people. In 
reply to M's question whether the NKVD was still as powerful as before, 
he answered that the NKVD did not exist any more. To this M's sister, 
who was present added: "but we have the MVD instead." The man then 
said: "we will soon have no need for MVD troops because since two 
years we have had no trouble from bands which we have finished. The 
sister explained that as late as 1954 the underground was still active 
in the neighborhood and there were instances of liquidation of secret 
Informers and party members. The underground people used to visit the 
village at night to get food. 

5. General conditions: there is a permanent shortage of butter, meat and 
sugar in the cities, particularly the s aller county seats. They are 
available in provincial capitals, but they reach no further. Restau- 
rants at railraod stations are only lor first-cAAss travellers. Any- 
one with money and properly dressed can enter and must check his coat. 
M. stated that many Ukrainians, including herself, believe that the 
creation of Ukrainian sociaties in Poland is a kind of provocation 
designed to uncover those Ukrainians who are passing for Poles. 

Polish chauvinism is very strong among the masses, particularly against 
Ukrainians. The Government is exerting pressure to alleviate this, but 
it is effective only in places where it can be controlled. 

She related the following interesting fact: in the high school which 
her' daughter was attending, the teacher in the highest grade and the 
principal gave a series of lectures on the subject of relations between 
the Ukrainians andPolish people. He stated that noth peoples lived 
in discord and this fact should not be concealed, but that one s’.v.ulo 
lool for Its causes. He said: "We Poles must realize that the lion's 
share of the blame for this discord belongs to us. Since the early 




14th century, when Poland overran Ukrainian lands (Galicia) the 
Polish nobility and soldatesque oppressed the Ukrainian people 
socially and nationally* This br ught about the enerrenee of the 
lapcronhlan Bitch (Khaelnytsky)* Subsequently, forceful conversion 
to eatholiolaa brought about a new struggle* After World War 
Polish reactionary forces again oppressed the Ukrainians, set 
colonists in Ukrainian lands* and the s baneful pacification (notes 
of 1930) was the cause of bloody vengeance during World War XI* 
Many Ukrainian bands appeared* and among, others, General Shier- 
esewski died at the hands of one of then** 

The reaction to this lecture and declaration was negative among 
the students*

Report on a trip to the Moscow Youth Fest^ al 
General lntrodnctkon. 

Two special trains exclusively for delegates and tourist? to the Moscow ^estival 
were leaving East Berlin. K., however, managed to get a ticket for the "Blue 
Express" train nmning fro® Berlin to Moscow* Ir the li-per3 0 n compartment there 
were, in addition to K., two newspaer reporters from East Berlin and one sports 
manager. Documents were controlled bV the u errr.an3 on the German-Polish border, 
the Poles on arrival and departure, and the Soviets before Brest Litovsk. There 
was no baggage control of passengers going to the Festival. After Brest there was 
no more oontrol. There was a wait of 3 hours at Brest and permission was granted 
to see the town. When people encountered the streets were asked what people 
were livfing here, the answer vast here ere Russians. 

After arrival in Moscow, K. and others assl^tned to so-called collective farm 

hotels, about one-half hour’s bus ride from Moscow, near the Agricul tural Expos! tion. 
Guests were taken to the Festival by busses, and in addition tickets were issued 
entitling to free transportation in any direction desired. Hie food was very good. 
About 1,200 persons came to the Festival frem *e$t Germany, mostly pro- Communists. 

All Germans, both from West and East Germany, lived in the same hotel?. Nearby were 
Poles and Chechs. Americans and Canadians were located somewhat further away. 

The official Ukrainian delegation (from the Ukrainian S5R) resided quite far from
